University Prepares for NUW 


National Universities Week is 
approaching and plans for the 
celebrations are taking shape 
across the country. At this Uni- 
versity special lectures will begin 
and end the celebrations. On 
Monday, 3 October, Roald 
Hoffmann, 1981 Nobel Laureate 
in Chemistry, will present the 
1983 Edward Herbert Boomer 
Memorial Lecture. Sponsored by 
the Department of Chemistry, 
the public lecture (“One Cul- 
ture,” a response to C.P. Snow’s 
perceived rift between tech- 
nologists and humanists) will be 
held in SUB Theatre at 8 p.m. 
At the close of the “week,” 
Judge Raynell Andreychuk, 
former Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Regina, will be the special 
guest of the University Senate 
and the Association of the Aca- 
demic Staff of the University of 
Alberta. She will present a pub- 
lic lecture on Tuesday, 11 Octo- 
ber, and will be guest of honor at 
a public reception. 

Special lectures are only one 


aspect of the celebrations, how- 
ever. Tours of campus will be led 
by a number of University Sena- 
tors, who will also speak to pri- 
vate groups and schools in their 
communities. One of the special 
NUW tours open to the 
community-at-large will be led 
by Myer Horowitz, as a follow- 
up to the very successful 
President’s Walk, held for the 
first time last spring. Scheduled 
for 3 October, the walk 
promises fun and exercise and 
good company for all. 


Students will be very much a 
part of NUW celebrations. The 
Students’ Union has scheduled 
its annual MLAs Day for Tues- 
day, 4 October, in Lister Hall. 
An informal get-together with lo- 
cal MLAs and members of the 
University Board of Governors, 
the evening will give students a 
chance to share with their invited 
guests some important issues and 
concerns. A fess serious student 
event will be an “earthball chal- 
lenge” to be issued by the Stu- 
dents’ Union to the University 
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Administration. In addition, a 
blood donor clinic has been or- 
ganized by Agriculture and For- 
estry students. It will run 
throughout National Universities 
Week. 


A highlight of the week will be 
the grande finale on Saturday, 8 
October, when a special auction, 
flea market and fair will be held 
in the Physical Education and 
Recreation Centre.

Alain Robbe-Grillet’s Visit 


Confirmed 


From 26 September to 22 Octo- 
ber, Alain Robbe-Grillet will be 
at The University of Alberta as a 
Distinguished Visitor under the 
Endowment Fund for the Future 
program. In connection with his 
visit a festival of his films will be 
held and he will give several 
public lectures and smaller semi- 
nars concerning film and liter- 
ature. Details of his schedule will 
appear in posters and in 
“Coming Events” in Folio. 


His visit is sponsored by the 
Departments of Romance Lan- 
guages and Comparative Liter- 
ature, and by Faculté Saint-Jean 

“and the Film Studies Commit- 
tee. 


Alain Robbe-Grillet is re- 
garded today as the novelist whc 
has had the greatest impact, bott 
in his native France and abroad, 
on contemporary fictional forms. 
Whether one agrees or disagrees 
with his prescriptive views for a 
“new novel” or, as some have 
preferred to call it, an 
“anti-novel,” it is impossible to 
discuss the contemporary novel 
without making some reference 
to his rejection of traditional 
models in favor of a Literature 
which, avoiding all moral judge- 
ments, states that “the world is 
neither significant nor absurd, it 
simply is.” Our concept of the 
world around us, he argues, “is 
now only fragmentary, tempo- 
rary, contradictory even, and al- 
ways disputable. How can a 
work of art presume to illustrate 
a preordained concept, whatever 
it might be?” A prolific writer, 
this is a position he demonstrates 
in more than twenty novels, 
several works for the cinema, of 
which “Last year at Marienbad” 
is probably the best known, and 
more recently in works closely 
linked to the fine arts—the litho- 
graphs of Robert Rauschenberg 
or the photographs of David 
Hamilton and Irina Ionesco. 

Few French novelists have en- 
joyed the international following 
of Robbe-Grillet, for he is seen 
as the one writer whose work 


epitomizes the new artistic con- 
cepts such as those displayed in 
the novels of the Americans John 
Barth and Thomas Pynchon, 
whom it is said he influenced, in 
the works of the Italian Italo 
Calvino, or in the works of the 
celebrated Argentinian novelist 
Julio Cortazar. : 

Born in Brest, Brittany, in 
1922, Robbe-Grillet first trained 
as an agronomist, a profession he 
pursued for several years, and 
for which he never totally lost 
the interest, though he was al- 
ready at work on a first novel, 
Un Régicide, which remained 
unpublished until 1978. For a* 
time he was an overseer on a 
Martinique banana plantation, 
but a tropical illness forced his 
return to France in 1953, at 
which time he opted for a full- 
time career as a novelist. That 
same year, the publication of his 
novel Les Gommes by the re- 
spected Editions de Minuit 
launched his career and marked 
the beginnings of a fruitful asso- 
ciation with his editor, Jerome 
Lindon, who, in 1955, offered 
him the position of literary edi- 
tor. Between 1953 and 1956, 
having published a series of the- 
oretical articles in the Nouvelle 
Revue Francaise and in Critique, 
later collected in For a New 
Novel (1966), he quickly came 
to be seen as the chief spokes- 
man for a group of writers, 
Nathalie Sarraute, Michel 
Butor, Samuel Beckett, Mar- 
guerite Duras, and several oth- 
ers who were developing the new 
forms of the novel. Though he 
always denied this pre-eminence, 
he was clearly the most active 
and vocal member of this group, 
often becoming the butt of in- 
comprehensive critics. In spite of 
the lack of understanding, his 
second novel, Le Voyeur (1955), 
earned him the “prix des Crit- 
iques,” a choice which signaled 
the beginning of a debate, often 
hostile, between the nouveau ro- 
man practitioners and the con- 
servative critics, which was to 
last well into the sixties. During 


the period between 1955 to 
1960, he wrote two of his most 
controversial works, La Jalousie 
(1957) and Dans le Labyrinthe 
(1959), and published in 
'Express a series of strongly 
worded articles which not only 
echoed Sartre’s strictures 

against the commercial ex- 
ploitation of literature, but took 
on the master himself by denying 


the concept of /itterature en- 
gagee. These were decisive years 
for Robbe-Grillet which helped 
establish him as a central figure 
in French letters. Although 
Robbe-Grillet’s articles and cre- 
ative works had attracted schol- 
arly attention in the periodical 
press, two major book-length 
studies crowned his work: in 
1963 the American scholar

Other Visitors 


Patrick Carnegie “played” Ath- 
abasca Hall recently. Dr. Car- 
negie, Professor of Animal Sci- 
ences at La Trobe University in 
Australia, stopped by the Office 
of Community Relations to dis- 
cuss his outside studies program 
(equivalent to our study leave) 
research and tell something of 
his institution. The outside stud- 
ies program is available to aca- 
demics for six months (after 
three years” service) or for a year 
(after six years’ service). Dr. 
Carnegie came to Edmonton 
largely to do further research 
with T.A. McPherson of the 
Cross Cancer Institute. Dr. 
McPherson was a graduate stu- 
dent of Dr. Carnegie’s at the 
University‘of Melbourne in the 
1960s and the two later corre- 
sponded concerning their re- 
search on multiple sclerosis and 
cancer. Dr. McPherson discov- 
ered myelin, a basic protein 
present in large form in a num- 
ber of MS patients; Dr. Carnegie 
discovered another variant of 
myelin. 


Bruce Morrissette published in 
France his study of the novels 
(later published by Princeton 
University Press), and, in 1964, 
Olga Bernal published her semi- 
nal study with the prestigious 
Gallimard Editions. At about 
the same time, Robbe-Grillet 
was also brought to the atten- 
tion of a wider public through 
his screenplays and collabo- 


Edmonton has the potential to 
become one of the best MS cen- 
tres in the world, depending on 
the amount of support it gets, he 
told Folio. Dr. Carnegie, who 
conducted research at the Cross 
Cancer Institute and the De- 
partment of Biochemistry, said 
he knew beforehand that he 
would not encounter any prob- 
lems concerning the availability 
of facilities. He found the work 
atmosphere relaxing and was im- 
pressed with the way lab person- 
nel took pains to see that his 
main research would be com- 
pleted before his return to La 
Trobe in July. 

He lauded the Alberta Heri- 
tage Foundation for Medical Re- 
search, particularly its efforts in 
bringing leading researchers to 
the campus to speak and give 
seminars. 

The visitor was a bit miffed to 
find that there was no compre- 
hensive annual research report 
available and that the ordering 
of supplies could not be done by 
an individual scientist. 

Dr. Carnegie attended the Me- 
dic Canada ’83 conference, the 
Alberta Meat Research Group’s 
meeting and the University of 
Alberta’s Feeders’ Day. 

La Trobe University was 
founded in 1964, and admitted 
its first undergraduate students 
(500) in 1967. 

Another visitor was W. Elmer 
Adkins, Class of ’37 (BSc Chem- 
ical Engineering). Mr. Adkins 
played a major role in the con- 
struction of Bitumount, a plant 
which precipitated the oil sands 
developments of today. As chem- 
ist and superintendent, Inter- 
national Bitumen Co., at Bitu- 


ration with Alain Resnais. To- 
day, his works are firmly estab- 
lished and have been canonized 
with the major achievements of 
this century. Robbe-Grillet con- 
tinues to publish at the rate of 
at least one major work each 
year, this in spite of numerous 
requests from all over the world 
to lecture on literature, the 
cinema, and the fine arts. 


mount (near Fort McMurray) he 
oversaw the shipping of the first 
commercial products (roofing as- 
phalt) from Bitumount to Gary, 
Indiana. 

He later helped build refinery 
facilities at a number of western 
Canadian centres, including 
Turner Valley, Alberta. Mr. Ad- 
kins was appointed super- 
intendent of the Alberta Govern- 
ment Oil Sands Project in 1946. 
He constructed and operated a 
demonstration plant at Bitu- 
mount. 

In his student days Mr. Ad- 
kins stayed in 241 Athabasca 
Hall. During a tour of the De- 
partment of Chemical En- 
gineering with its Chairman, 
Fred Otto, he noted “vast 
changes.” The lab of his day, he 
said, contained “a couple of test 
tubes and a bottle of sulphuric 
acid.” 

Last fall Mr. Adkins donated 
his albums containing extensive 
documentation of the Bitumount 
project and the work at other re- 
fineries to University Archives. 


Letter to Mrs. Shalibashwili 


In a letter to the mother of So- 
viet diver Serge Shalibashwili, 
Eva Cherniavsky, Administrative 
Officer (Academic Adminis- 
tration), wrote that, through his 
untimely and tragic death at the 
World University Games, Mr. 
Shalibashwili achieved more 
than countless politicians and 
diplomats had ever done before 
him: he united the peoples of two 
continents in compassion and 
love. “Be proud of your young 
son; he has become a symbol of 
courage, perseverance, and ath- 
letic accomplishment and, above 
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all, a convenor of peace and 
friendship among our two coun- 
tries,” Mrs. Cherniavsky wrote. 

Her letter was published in the 
August 1983 issue of Soviet 
News and Views, a publication 
of the Press Office of the USSR 
Embassy in Ottawa.

Former Dean Herb McLachlin 


Retires 


After a career spanning thirty- 
five years, H.J. (Herb) 
McLachlin is retiring from the 
Faculty of Physical Education 
and Recreation at this Univer- 
sity. Dr. McLachlin, who capped 
his career with a five-year term 
(1976 to 1981) as only the sec- 
ond dean in the history of the 
Faculty, spent his entire working 
life at Alberta. 

One of the few Edmontonians 
of his generation to be born here, 
he served four years as a pilot in 
the RCAF during the Second 
World War following graduation 
from Westglen High School in 
1941. After discharge it was off 
to McGill for a BSc in physical 
education under the legendary 
A.S. Lamb. Life at Alberta be- 
gan when his only predecessor as 
Dean, Maury Van Vliet, ap- 
pointed him lecturer in 1948, im- 
mediately after graduation. 
Teaching and coaching were 
combined with graduate studies 
and he qualified for a MSc 
from Washington in 1952 anda 
PhD from Oregon in 1969. 

There were many organiza- 
tional responsibilities and com- 
mittee assignments including 
more than twenty years as 
Chairman of the Student Health 
Services Committee. 

Always popular with his stu- 
dents, he taught many different 
courses but centred his academic 
attention on anatomy, phys- 
iology, kinesiology, and adminis- 
tration. Keenly interested in 
track and field, he enjoyed a suc- 
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cessful ten-year career as coach 
of the Bears, cross-country run- 
ning team and served on commit- 
tees that selected the Canadian 
teams to the Olympic Games of 
1956 and 1960, and the Pan- 
American Games in 1957. He 
was also very much involved in 
gymnastics, badminton, golf, and 
volleyball. 

players came to know him as a 
first-rate referee working in high 
school, university and elite senior 
amateur leagues. 

Off the court he served as 
President of the Edmonton 
Branch of the Canadian Associ- 
ation for Health, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation ‘ 
(CAHPER), and later on the na- 
tional executive, including a term 
in 1979-80 as National President 
of CAHPER. He was also Presi- 
dent of the Alberta Basketbal! 
Officials Association, and Vice- 
President of the national body. 
For thirty years he has been the 
official statistician for the CFL 
for Eskimos’ home games. 

As a member of the Board of 
Governors of Universiade °83, he 
helped guide the planning of that 
highly successful festival of sport 
and culture.
